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A group of men in light colored shirts, presenting the idea 
of a m i 1 i t. i a , or r e 1 at i ve 1 y inf or ma 1 m i 1 i t ar y g r oup , whose 
various tasks and missions include defending against something, 
guarding, watching, are overly concerned about an external threat 
that isn't as serious as they want to believe but which their 
very actions may aggravate to the extent that it does become more 
of a threat. This group carr^personal weapons and 
accouterments, and are dressed only in a marginally uniform 
fashion. They seem relatively "low budget," in that their 
equipment and clothing displays a very diverse range of quality 
and repair. Ex plosives, vehicles and rifles are involved, as 
perhaps are mortars. They occupy a very large area, which is 
austere, bleak and barren over major portions of it. There is 
some dispute over control of this area. They seem to be third 
world in situation, with a possibility being Middle Eastern . 

They are passionate and vociferous, wildly supportive of a cause 
when they become emotionally involved. They are loosely 
organized, and darker in complexion.

Over the period 31 August 1987 to 3 September 4987 there is 
a sense of growing anxiety and disquiet, and building tension and 
excitement through approximately 1 Sep and coming to an abrupt 
peak, perhaps around the middle of 2 Sep then falling rapidly off 
to the first part of 3 Sep, after which a sense of 
calm/ dissipation /after math prevails. The peak represents some 
sort, qf intense involvement or activity, planned for sometime

T h e y then rn o v e t o 
assigned locations. Some are also preparing bigger equipment, 

"like" heavy weapons. Waiting -tension increases — for specific 

time to come. Then, it's as if the activity reaches a high 
crescendo, just, before culmination, then falls off /fall apart. 
There's an impression of figures lying around on the ground. 

It's as if the situation didn't turn out the way it was intended.
